Posterity. 

Bernard Shaw, though skeptical 
about the phonograph, has agreed to 
make a record of his voice to be de- 
posited in the British Museum, says a 
London despatch. Ever since Mr. 
Shaw broadcasted a reading of one of 
his plays, and revealed himself as hav- 
ing a fine, smooth, musical radio yoice, 
pressure has been brought on him to 
perpetuate it for posterity. At last he 
yielded, “I doubt whether the phono- 
graph can give a really satisfactory 
record of an individual voice,” he de- 
clared, “but I shall have a try.”

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Production of Beet Sugar in 
Canada. . 


The profitable development of the 
beet sugar industry in Canada Is a 
question of great interest and import- 
ance to both the agriculture and com- 
merce of the Dominion. The produc- 
tion of Canadian home-grown sugar is 
not ,as yet, a large and widespread in- 
dustry, although reports indicate that 
extensions are now under way. The 
production of sugar beets fluctuates 
from year to year but the following 
figures for 1923, supplied by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics, show the 
extent of the industry in that year; 
acres sown to sugar beets, 17,941; 
yield in tons, 159,200; value of crop, 
$1,922,668; total production of granu- 
lated sugar from beets, 39,423,160 
pounds. 

Among the more important factors 
which contribute to the successful pro- 
duction of beet sugar in Canada are 
efficient labor, cheap fuel and lime- 
stone, and an adequate supply, within 
reasonable ristance, of high-quality 
beets. It was with respect to the 
quality—the richness and purity—of 
Canadian-grown sugar beets and the 
influence thereon of soil and climatic 
conditions as occurring and prevailing 
in various parts of the Dominion, that 
the Department of Agriculture Inaug- 
urated an Investigation in 1902 and 
continued it to date. The results un- 
questionably prove that beets of ex.| Be 
cellent quality for this purpose can | 
be raised in many widely separated 
portions of Canada, as shown by field 
experiments carried on at a number 
of points from Prince Edward Island 
in the Bast to Vancouver island in the 
West. In outline the plan has con: | 
sisted in growing beets of approved 
varieties for sugar production on the 
larger number of the farms and sta- 
tions of the Hxperimental Farms sys- 
tem, and analysing fs to richness and 
purity, a representative sample of the 
harvested crop.

First of all, thoroughly cleanse th 
cut of dirt and forelgn matter, Warm 
water is the best, because it encour- 
ages bleeding slightly, which, in Stself, 
does good. But if there is profuse 
bleeding use either cold or very hot 
water—both of which check bleeding, 
Thoroughly disinfect the cut to des- 
troy any germs that may be present. 


parations for doing this; a weak solu- 
tion of iodine is good, and no house- 
hold should be without some. 
It is especially important to disin- 
fect any cut, no matter how slight, if 
there is any infectious or contagious 
disease in the house, or the conse- 
quences may be very serious. 
The cut must be covered and pro- 
tected. Antiseptic gauze or boric lint, 
sufficient thoroughly to cover the cut 
in the form of a small pad, ts the best. 
It may be covered with a small pad 
of cotton wool, if any presure is need- 
ed to stop the bleeding, and fixed in 
position by a ftrm, but not tight, band- 
age. Failing this, ordinary lint may be 
used, and, falling that, a piece of clean 
linen. 
Do not use new linen, and do not be 
frightened of a little bleeding. 
Finally there is a very important 
point. If earth has got into the cut 
there is always a possibility of tetanus 
or lockjaw. - True, the chance {is 
slight, but as lockjaw is almost in- 
variably fatal, it is always*very wise 
to see a doctor, 
In the meantime, as a first-ald pre- 
caution, the cut must recelve a special 
cleaning.

Water in the Ear. 


With a great many persons who 
flock to seashore and other bathing 
resorts there is an ancient supersti- 
tion that if you put cotton in your ears 
you will not get water in your earsy 

All over the world the same false 
superstition prevails and the waste of 
cotton has always been enormous. At 
the greatest bathing resort in the 
world, Atlantic City, U.S., there are 
frequently 100,000 bathers in the water 
during one day. Of these nearly one- 
half stuff cotton in their ears to pre- 

| Vent water from entering. 

One pound of cotton worth forty 
“cents will stuff 200 ears, so each thou- 
sand persons would use teu pounds of 
cotton and fifty thousand persons 
would waste 500 pounds of Cotton 
worth a considerable sum. 

But that is for only one day and at 
only one of the many thousands of 
huge bathing resorts. 

The truth is that water can not pos- 
sibly enter the ear from the outside. 
Mars are airtight and watertight and 


‘like water trying to get through the 
small end of a thimble. The ear drum 
stops the ear up tight. =f 

It is a very common sight to see 
bathers working the palms of their 
hands over their ,ear to work out 
water that is not there. But now and 
then the bather feels water give way 
to the exertions and thinks he has at 
last gotten the water out. ; 

As a matter of fact he has gotten 
the water out, but the water was in- 
side his ear and reached there by go- 
ing through the nose and into what ‘is 
| known as the eustacian tube, a little 
drain pipe which leads from the nose 
to the ear. 
| When water {s snuffed up the nose 
| with the energy used in trying to swim

The best way to get water out of the 
inside ear is this, 
Open your mouth wide, close one 
nostril by putting your finger against 
it, then blow your nose, the side of the 
nose on the same side as the affected 
jear. This method will create a vacuum 
in the eustacian tube and the water will 
come out through the nose, Be sure 
| to keep your mouth open, otherwise 
| you will simply force the water harder 
| against the ear drum,

The spider's web is remarkable in 
several ways. It {s the only trap, save 
one, that any animal builds. 

The manufacture of this essential 
accessory to the spider's life is per- 
formed by a series of actions in which 
intelligence takes no share. Such typt- 
cally instinctive actions depend on the 
inherited structure of the nervous sys- 
tem and not on the inheritance of in- 
telligently acquired habits. 
spider in the corner of its web is 
‘stimulated to rush out and attack an 
meshed insect by the vibrations of 
he silk threads. It will attack a tun- 
ing fork that is used to shake its web 
in the same way, for a certain time. 
On each occasion that it runs out to 
the fork it is performing an instinctive 
action, but when it refrains from run- 
ning out it is exhibiting intelligence. 
In its capacity to learn it shows itself, 
to that extent, intelligent. In an hour 
or so, however, it will attack the fork 
again, 

In the act of spinning a web a spider 
shows no Sign of profiting by experi- 
ence. “It never spins more quickly or 
symmetrically, or in a series of better 
and better-chosen places. It never im- 
proves. Therefore, web-spinning may 
be an unconscious act, an act that 
makes no contribution to experience 
and thus affords no date by which the 
individual spider may profit.

PLANNING THIS SUMMER'S CANNING 


Sometimes I have looked into j insi 
red faces of farm women eatheeticne ae 
for a canning demonstration and won- 
dered if it would not be be 
‘them to can less and rest more. 
} When I knew that many a cellat 
held a surplus of canned fruit and 
‘when I realized that improyed meth- 
‘ods of Storage and shipping are daily 
‘bringing fresh fruit and vegetables 
whearer our market and purse, I felt 
ithat wise planning should be used by 
all of us in the’ quantity and kinds of 
‘fruit, Negetables'and meat canned. 
P So last year I read very carefully 
=the bulletin sent out by our extension 
‘service. It told the quantity of fruit 
‘and vegetables necessury to feed a 
family of given size throughout the 
‘winter months. 
» I surely wanted to feed my family 
to keep them in the best possible 
health. And with threo .small boys 
-and a baby girl the time I had to 
»pickle and can would have to be used 
very carefully. 

” + First, I considered the location of 
‘our farm. We are near two large 
-markets, although it is not always 
Profitable to run to town with one 
‘surplus crate of cherries or tomatoes. 
However, I decided to can only a rea- 
“sonable quantity of each fruit or vege- 
table and try to market fresh all the 
_, surplus. The money obtained from 
“selling these fresh products should be 


: de my cupboard door. Every 
time I made some jelly or canned or 
pickted something I set down. 
I thought, I shall use my canned goods 
freely this winter and supplement 
with fresh. Then next year I will 
know better how much of each var- 
lety we can be expected to use. The 
extension service can help by telling 
me how much of each is required by 
the average individual. 

Much has been said of canned meat 
for the farm women. No doubt in 
some cases it may be desirable and 
economical. Personally I prefer to 
have a fresh killed chicken than to 
can them with the extra labor and 
chance of loss. Beef I have seen pur- 
chased by the quarter und canned at 
one of my neighbors. When the cost 
of canning was figured carefully the 
few cents saved would hardly pay. 
And nothing was allowed for labor 
| involved. 

We brine and smok2 pork in the 
old-fashioned way to help out our 
ifresh-meat supply. Eggs we use free- 
thy. We hope to have a small hotbed 
‘that will extend our season of fresh 
vegetables. I believe labor can be 
used in growing earlier and later vege- 
tables rather than canning a heavy 
midseason supply. 

This year, when I begin to can, I 
shall inventory my supply. All last 
year’s surplus will be used first. I

War on House Flies Urged. 
| “Now or never” should be the motto 
of every housewife in these balmy 
days in regard to killing house flies, 
one of the most annoying, disagree- 
able, and unsanitary household in- 
sects, and a carrier of typhoid fever 
and other diseases. 

On the farm, most of the flies breed 
around the barns. This fact can be 
capitalized in poisoning them. An 
effective poison can be made and paint- 
ed or swabbed on the side of the barn. 

Flies will then be killed in enormous 
quantities. A good poison can be made 
for this purpose by mixing one table- 
spoonful of lead arsennte, white arse- 
nic, or Paris green with one pint of 
syrup. 

Fly traps are also effective if the 
proper bait is used. The most attrac- 
tive bait for a fly trap is bread and 
milk slightly sweetened with sugar. 
Of all the poisons for killing flies, 
formaldehyde is probably the best of} 
all, By diluting a cup of milk with a 
cup of water, sweetening with a little 
brown sugar, and adding two table- 
spoons of ordinary commercial formal- 
dehyde, a very attractive and highly 
poisonous dope is made for flies, but it 
should be kept away from children, 
An effective self-feeding polisoner| 
can be made by filling a glass tumbler! 
full of this same poison, then placing’ 
a piece of blotting paper on a saucer 
and inverting the saucer over the tum- 
bler, and finally, holding the saucer 
down tightly, quickly turning the tum- 
bier over. The solution will gradually

Probably the smallest gold coin in 
the world {s that recently minted at 
Geneva for the use of the League of 
Nations, Though called a franc, it has 
nothing in common with the familiar 
French coin, being worth only two 
cents in Canadian money. It is oc- 
tagonal in shape, and on one side are 
engraved the initials “S. D. N.”— 
Societte des Nations. 

So tiny is the coin, however, that 
the letters can be read only by the ald 
of a powerful magnifying glass, while 
its weight is less than that of an or- 
dinary postage stamp. ¢ 

This peculiar coin is not intended 
for general circulation, but repre- 
sents the unit of universal value. Its 
actual weight 1s given officially as 
-03225805 of a gramme. c

“There is a right and wrong way 
for forest guides to find out what a 
forest really is.

It is much better to avoid making 
wounds of any kind than to try to 
patch them afterwards. An easy way 
to protect young trees is to set wire 
guards round them. The guards can 
be bought; or they can be made at 
home from galvanized netting or wire 
cloth. Cut the netting into strips wide 
enough to overlap an inch when in 
position and shape them by rolling 
them round a broom stick. You can 
then spring them round the tree, but 
dt is well to have a little space between 
the guard and the trunk all round. If 
you force these guards well into the 
ground, they will protect the trees 
from mice, rats, rabbits and other ver- 
min. : 

When the garden is to be dug or re- 
pairs are to be made about the place 
the young trees can bo protected by 


them, but if that kind of protector is 


y to hold the tree firm is to twist 
vo short lengths of rubber hose round 
‘the trunk and fasten the ends to the 
‘Stakes. The rubber will not cut into 
the tree or chafe the bark. 


In spite of precautions small wounds 
will of course sometimes be made, but 
they should be treated as soon as dis- 
covered. First remove the loose bark 
with a knife, but cut the wood as little 
as possible. Then smear the whole 
wound with Hquid grafting wax and 
bind a cloth tight round it. If you} 
wish to do an even more thorough job, 
paint the bandage with shellac. Paint- 
ing the wounds on small trees with tar 
fs likely to be worse than no treat- 
ment. Tar is well enough for large} 
trees, but often proves fatal when used 
on those that have been setoutonlya 
few years. Grafting wax can be 
bought of any supply house and made 
into liquid form by heating it and add-| 
ing alcohol. You can make the liquid 
wax at home by melting a pound of 
white resin with an ounce of beef tal- 
low and adding cight ounces of alcohol, 
after you have removed the mixture) 
from the fire. Keep the wax in tightly | 
corked bottles. 

Nothing is better then putty for 
stopping up small holes like those 
made by spikes, but grafting wax will) 
serve. A few small holes would of 
themselves do no harm, even if not) 
plugged, but they admit moisture as| 
well as various Tnsect pests and the) 
spores of fungus diseases. For tbat 
reason it is advisable to stop them 
promptly. 

As a rule healthy shade trees need | 
little trimming, especially if they have | 
been chosen with intelligent reference | 
to the spot they occupy. If maples are) 
trimmed so high that the sun strikes, 
on the bark of the trunk, the bark will | 
split and let in worms and fungi, Of-} 
ten, however, limbs are broken by the 
wind and must be reinoved. When two 
limbs cross and threaten to chafe one 
of them must be taken out.
